hunter o f Held g lasses” on account 
of the marked attention he paid to 
German officers carry ing field-glasses. 
Risking his life dozens o f times in 
foolhardy adv entures, the sergeant 
managed to equip nearly ev ery man 
in his com pany with German glasses. 
J ust before his last ex ploit he was 
asked to describe his plan of cam ­ 
paign and be replied v ery sim ply : 
“ \\ e just wiggle on hands and knees 
as near the ‘Bosch' as possible, then 
we pick up a stone and throw it in 
the opposite direction so as to make 
him turn his head. 
Then we jump 
on him. 
T hat’s all.” 
He met his 
death in just such an ex ploit, and 
died with a smile on his lips.

A wellknown chef, now a 
priv ate in the 219 th prepared the 
cray fish for the colonel, who div ided 
il into small pieces so that as many 
of his men as possible could share 
the dainty with 
the officers. 
The 
eating of the oy sters w as disturbed 
twice by the enem y ’s batteries, and 
when all was finished, the colonel 
turned to his guests and said: 
“ Now. my friends, I want two v ol­ 
unteers to throw the oy ster shell and 
the remains of the cray fish into the 
German tren dies.” 
The whole party v olunteered and 
two were chosen, who carried out 
their oueen mission under a hail of 
lead.
